A circular which will be of par-
ticular interest to the citrus fruit
growers of this and adjoining states,
was recently issued by the New York
State Department of Foods and Mark-
ets. The offices of the department are
located it 204 Franklin street, and will
be in charge of Commissioner John J.
Dillon.

It is the purpose of the new organi-
zation to give the growers the greatest
opportunity that Ihey have ever had,
to economically market, their fruits in
the New York market.

This The New York State Depart-
ment of Foods and Markets v'?l sell
citrus fruit through its auction mar-
ket, at a charge of S'4 per cent com-
mission. The only additional cost to
the grower is the necessary charge for
cartage on the samples of each lot or
car lot of fruit when the samples are
brought to the auction house at 204
Franklin street. New York City, and a
very small charge for cataloguing and
listing the fruit. In no case will any
cartage be charged against the ship-
per where the fruit is not actually
carted. . The buyer will pay his own
cartage, the same as he does on all
California fruits.

iianges, grape fruit and lemons sold
at auction biing the highest price of
my system of selling that has ever
been devised and assures the grower
he will not be robbed nor defrauded
out of a single cent that his goods
bring. The sale is open and public ;

and official s are kept by the
state of New York. The condition of
the fruit on arrival and the Quality
establishes the selling value.

Heretofore it lias been customary for
Florida and other southern points to
ship fruit and vegetables to commis-
sion men. who charge them from 5 to
10 per cent commission, and in many
instances the fruit is sold to jobbers
who take an additional 10 per cent
profit out of it before it reaches the
retail distributor. Fnder the auction
system, the retail distributors have an
opportunity to buy from first hands
and it should st-o- a saving of at least
15 cents a box, to citrus fruit shippers
throughout the world.

Orowers :'nd shippers of fruits and
vegetables are invited to correspond
with the department and to secure its
information on market conditions or
any service that the department may
be able to furnish them.
